Japan has semi-officially defended the 
treaty, the method of obtaining it, and has 
intimated that war will follow any deter- 
mined effort to cancel it. 

The situation ts difficult; and it is some- 
what discouraging to see how quickly the 
sword is rattled at the very table where a 
League of Nations is being formed when 
any one of the Allies feels she is being de 
prived of war loot. i 

The Allies have recognized that Japan 
has “special interests” in China; but they 
can scarcely fail to recognize that China is 
not only one of them, an ally, in the late 
war, but also that one of the inspiriting 
Principles which rallied the world to their 
ald was the declaration to relieve helpless 
races and countries from the aggression of 
powerful neighbors. 

Japan deserves sympathy. Her proud 
‘and industrious and valiant people have 
been thwafted in every war they have won. 
They defeated China in the 90’s and Europe 
cried, “Hands off the spoils.” They defeat- 
ed Russia and again Europe, with Germany 
in the lead, intervened — and grabbed for 
herself. So Japan, made wise and deter- 
mined by her past humiliations, went into 
this war resolute to get and keep what she 
wanted. If thwarted now Japan, in cumu- 
lative rage, may resort to the desperate fu- 
tility Of the sword since—and with reason— 
She has scant faith in the honor, promises 
and motives of the Occident. But of course 
@ threat of war to contravene the principles

WASHINGTON (b. c Feb. 28— 
The civilized world is just beginning 
to repair that wonderful intricate 
web of communication which put 
every part of it in touch with every 
Other part. 

Neither the wonder nor the con- 
venience of our international mall 
system was ever appreciated until 
war came along and ripped the deli- 
cate pattern of it all to pieces, leav- 
ing whole nations cut off from the 
rest of the world. During this war 
millions of people have tasted the 
agony of not knowing whether a 
loved one was dead or alive. May 
a mother in this country has wor- 
ried for four years over children 
who were refugees or soldiers in 
some “shut-in” land in Burope. 

The complete repair of interna- 
tional mail service will be a long. 
slow task, but it is well begun. Al- 
ready in Rumania, Finland, Belgium, 
Alsace, Lorraine, Syria, Palestine, 
Mesopotamia, Bulgaria, Luxemburg 
and Turkey a limited mall service is 
again established. Postcards and 
letters can be sent from the United 
States to these countries, but as vet 
no provision is made for bandling

BOND CAMPAIGN ON; 


TO PAY VENICE DEBTS.

VENICE, March 3.—A campaign 
is under way for the voting of $60,- 
000 bonds on March 24 with which 
to pay off debts incurred in past 
years. The people voted for an 
amendment to the Constitution which 
would permit the city of Venice 
to assume bonds for the purpose. 
Now the next thing is to carry the 
special election here. 

Those favoring the bond election 
say that it will give Venice prestige 
in the financial world if the obliga- 
tions are cleared up. 

Some of the billie are for public- 
ity, some for lighting and improving 
the ocean front. The bonds, if voted, 
will be handled in a way that will 
insure the money going to the firms 
and corporations who are creditors 
of the city of Venice.

Blacksmiths and Anglesmiths 
in Shipyard Walkout. 


Discharge of One Employee 
Made Basis of Action. 


Places to be Filled at Once; 
Work not Hampered. 


Because one of their members had 
been discharged, blacksmiths and 
anglesmiths employed at the harbor 
plant of the Southwestern Shipbuild- 
ing Company went on a strike yes- 
terday, violating the union's pledge 
to the government. 

An officer of the company stated 
that the number of men who walked 
out, from among 250 employed, did 
not exceed sixty. 

The reason for the discharge was 
not given, but members of the union 
say the man reported it was be- 
caused he had filed with the Ship- 
ping Board a claim for back wages 
due under the Macy award. It was 
admitted at the office that the man 
had a claim before the Labor Ad- 
justment Bureau, but no significance 
was attached to this and it was inti- 
mated it had nothing to do with the 
discharge of the employee. 

“We do not see any reason for the 
other men walking out except that 
the discharged employee may have 
worked upon the feelings of some 
of his associates,” said one of the 
officials. We have over 250 em- 
ployed in this department and only 
282 sixty quit. Their places will 

filled with other men and the 
. will as usual. The 
strike was not sanctioned by the 
Metal Trades Council, and Uke all 
similar incidents is a violation of the 
agreement between the unions and 
the Shipping Board.” 8 

The union men assert that over 
300 men walked out. A local offi- 
cial of the Shipping Board admitted 
that it might be over 200 when the 
checking up of the missing men is 
completed. This number, while it 
is a considerable proportion of the 
blacksmith'’s division, is a small part 
over 6000 men.
